YA hiss of citizens appeared be- 
fore the Pahokee city council Tues- 
lay night and asked that the 
prices -charged for swimming in 
the new swimming pool be re- 
duced. The city started off charg- 
ing. 25c for children and 50c for 
adults which was entirely too high, 
according to those appearing be- 
fore the council. 

After much discussion and cón- 
Sideration by the council the prices 
were lowered to 15c for school 
children and 35c for adults. Coun- |. 
cilmen pointed out that àny school 
child—elemetary or high school— 
could go swimming for 15c. 

Sponsors of the price reductior 
plan are still of the opinion that 
the price should further. be re- 
duced to a thin dime for youngst: 
ers and a quarter for grown-ups.

In Western States 


Another-vegetgble season is fast 
coming to a close and shipments 
during the weék have dwindled to 
& low ebb. Railroad and packing 
house men are seen sitting under 
the fans in drug stores and this is 


a sure sign that the season is about 


over. 

A rough etimate shows that 
about 8,000 cars went out over the 
FEC Railway. About 5,000 truck 
loads'went north to the fresh vege- 
table market and another 5,000 
trucks went to canning plants, for 
a total, of 18,000 carloads during 
the season. In these shipments 
there was the equivalent of 1,000 
cars of sweet corn which marketed 
for a cool million dollars. 

Big farmers and little farmers 
have made money since New 
Year's Day. Beans, peppers, celery, 
corn, and a dozen and one other 
items brought milljons of dollars 
into the Lake Okeechobee Region. 
Banks in the Glades now have 
more money in them than even be- 
fore in history. 

But, before we go'off the deep 
end and mail out a lot of chamber 
of commerce publicity, before the 
Resources Development ' Board 
floods northern citles with broad 
sides telling of this “magnificent: 
Season, 
calmly the fact that there would 
have been a lot of broke farmers 
in these parts today if there had- 
[n't been a couple of freezes in oth- 
er parts of thefcountry. We made 
money this season but the huge 
profits came as a result of dis- 
asters in Texa and California. Let 
us not forget that when fall comes 
and planting time arrives again.

Law Starts July 1 


TALLAHASSEE, May 26 — 
State Treasurer J. Edwin Larson 
today called public attention to the 
fact that Florida's new automobile 
financial responsibility‘law will be- 
come effective July 1. 

It eliminates the “free ride" that 
had.existed in an origirial law cov- 
ering financial responsibility fo 
automobile accidents in which-in- 
f | jury to person or property damage 
of $50 or more occured. 

The new law, enacted by the 
1949 legislature and signed by Gov- 
ernor Fuller Warren, makes an 
automobile driver responsible for 
damages caused in an accident, and 
settlement of damages must be 
made and proof of financial re- 
sponsibility must be established 
or the driver's license may be su- 
spended.
